TRUE  WILD  FLOWER  BLEND 


I  have  blended  the  seeds  of  more  than  one 
hundred  different  kinds  of  Wild  Flowers,  collected 
separately,  to  make  up  this  mixture.  Included 
among  them  are  Fringed  Gentian,  Wintergreen, 
Windflower,  Meadow  Beautjy,  Birdsfoot  and 
Golden  Violets,  Jack-in-the-Pulpit,  Golden  Aster, 
Wild  Sweet  William,  Vernonia,  Eupatorium,  Blue 
Bell,  Dutchman’s  Breeches,  Wild  Rose,  Datura, 
Star  Flower,  Chinese  Houses,  Quaker  Ladies, 
Columbine,  Sabbatia  and  many  others  as  de¬ 
lightful.  While  chiefly  American,  a  few  kinds 
from  temperate  climates  of  other  continents  are 
included.  The  annuals  in  the  mixture  will  make 
a  good  showing  the  first  season,  the  perennial 
kinds  in  the  second  and  succeeding  years.  Won¬ 
derful  for  naturalizing,  but  I  recommend  some 
preparation  of  the  ground,  and  of  course  sowing 
in  beds  and  transplanting,  will  give  best  results. 
Remember,  some  kinds  germinate  in  just  a  few 
days,  others  may  take  weeks  or  months.
